Last Wednesday the inspectors 
reported finding filth, insects, in- 
sect larvae and evidence of ro- 
dents throughout the plant—in 
mixing machines, on tables and in 
the refrigerator. 

Remarking that it was “too bad” 
the city restaurant sanitation law 
could not be extended to include 
food-processing places, Judge Hu- 
len ordered a 60-day stay of ex- 
ecution on the fine and told 
Schroeder either to “clean up or go 
out of business.” 

“If you are brought in here 
again you will have to go to jail,” 
he said. Schroeder was not sub- 
ject to a jail sentence under the 
charge, as only his firm had been 
named. 

A city health division spokes- 
man said food-processing plants 
were regulated as to sanitation by 
the state health division, but that 
only one state inspector was 4as- 
signed to the city.

The holdup man, seized by two 
bystanders and two policemen 
after he slipped on an icy pave- 
ment, was identified as. Robert 
Alvey, 308 Clara avenue, former 
Marine sergeant employed as a 
clerk at the Army Records Center. 
He dropped a pistol when he fell 
on the ice. 

Abeln, 23 years old, is in ‘Barnes 
Hospital with a wound in the low- 
er left side of the chest. He told 
police he was walking toward the 
treasurer’s office on the mezza- 
nine floor at 10:50 p.m, when he 
noticed Alvey following him. At 
the door, he said, Alvey shoved 
him and said: “Get into that of- 
fice.” Abeln said he pushed Alvey 


away from the door and was-shot, 

Alvey ran downstairs and through 
the lobby, pursued by Kenneth 
Kraus, assistant manager, whose 
shouts startled persons leaving the 
théater. When he reached Grand 
boulevard <Alvey turned _ south. 
Passersby attracted the attention 
of Patrolmen Gregory Jobst and 
Arthur Stoerk, who were in a 
scout car at Grand and Olive. 

Two Bystanders Join Chase. 

The policemen left their machine 
and ran after Alvey. At Lin- 
dell boulevard, where the chase 
turned east, Harry Moore, 4100A 
Lexington aventie, and Charles 
Corbett, 4189 (fear) Ashland ave- 
nue, also ran after the fleeing Al- 

vey. They were close behind when 
he sli d and fell in front of 3508 
Lindell’ and they held him until 
Stoerk and Jobst came uf Bad took 

charge. 

When the shot was fired sev- 
eral hundred persons in the audi- 
ence, who heard it, left their seats 
and hurried to the mezzanine and 
the lobby to see what had happened. 
Some of them milled around the 
wounded treasurer, who was lying 
at the door of his office. The 
manager refused to discuss the 
shooting, spectators said, and they 
left the theater without knowing 
there had been a holdup attempt. 

The police report stated that the 
manager, Dion Pelusa, walked 
through the theater, assuring the 
audience there was no cause for 
alarm, Abeln was carried.out and 
taken first to City Hospital for 
emergency treatment, then was 
transferred to Barnes Hospital. 
Police said the ullet apparently 
struck a rib and was deflected. 

“Short of Funds,” Alvey Says. 

In a signed statement at Lucas 
Avenue Station, Alvey said he sat 
through the show at the Fox, and 

ollowed Abeln to the office, in- 
tending to rob him. “He pushed 
nd fought, and I became excited 
and\ fired a shot,” Alvey stated. 
He added he was “short of funds.” 
Alvey id he bought the pistol 
seven years ago, and on several 
occasions had thought of getting 
rid of it. “I’m sorry now I didn’t 
throw it away long ago,” he told 
police, 

Alvey is 27 years old and lives 
with his mother, Mrs. Isola Alvey, 
and a sister. He told police he 
was discharged from the Marines 
in September, 1945, following 
battle service in the Pacific, and 
never had been in serious trouble 
before. He was booked suspected 
of assault with intent to kill and 
attempted robbery. 

Abeln, who lives at 
son street with his mother, Mrs. 
Margaret Abeln, is an Army 
veteran and was* awarded the 
Bronze Star for battle service in 
Europe.

CHICAGO, Feb. 16 (AP)—Corn 
led a strong upward movement in 
grains on the Board of Trade to- 
day. All grains closed higher. 

Wheat prices were aided by 
high temperatures in the winter 
wheat belt. A sharp reduction in 
sales of cash corn by country ele- 
vators helped that grain. 

Wheat closed 3% to 5% cents a 
bushel ‘higher, corn was up 5 to 
8 cents, oats were ahead 1 to 4% 
cents and soybeans were 8 cents 
higher. 

Despite the upturn, prices re- 
mained far below their 1948 peaks, 
Made in most cases on Jan. 16. 
Compared with that day prices 
closed today 42% to 66% cents 
lower in wheat, 33% to 66% cents 
lower in corn, 10% to 22% cents 
lower in oats and $1.08 to $1.09 
lower in soybeans. 

May wheat closed at $2.40% to 
$2.40% a bushel and may corn at 
$2.04% a bushel, 

On the New York stock market 
there were advances ranging from 
$1 to $2 a share.

TRUMAN 10 ASK 
FOR MORE AID FOR 
GREE, TURKE 


Funds to Be Requested for 
Military Help, He Tells 
Congress—Cites Com- 
munist Pressure, 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 16 (AP)— 
President Truman told Congress 
today he will ask for more money 
for military assistance for Greece 
and Turkey. 

Truman gave this word to the 
legislators in a report on use of 
the $400,000,000 they voted last 
year to help the Greeks and Turks 
resist Communism. 

He did not say how much more 
will be requested. 


Last year’s fund was $300, 000,000 


for Greece and $100,000,000 for 


Turkey. 

In a letter sent to Congress with 
the report on use of this money, 
the President said Greece - has 
been subjected “to ever higher 
increasing pressure” by a Com- 
munist minority subservient to 


“foreign influences.” 
No Mention of Russia. 

There was no mention of Rus- 
sia by name, or of the Russian 
satellites in the Balkans. 

Greek Communist guerrilla forces 
are reported to have drawn aid 
from Greece’s Communist-domi- 
nated neighbors. 

Truman said ecdnomic assist- 
ance can be given Greece under 
the proposed European recovery 
program. 

He added: 


“The Europeah recovery pro- 
gram will not provide, however, 
for ahy additional military assist- 
ance required for Greece and Tur- 
key, which will, at the appropriate 
time, be sought from the Congress 
under Public Law 75.” 

Public Law 75 is the one under 
which Greek-Turkish aid funds 
were voted last year. 

Truman’s only reference in his 
letter to the situation in Turkey 
was that he was pleased to be able 
to report “that the Turkish aid 


program is progeeding in an or- 
derly manner” and tha) 
“Careful planning and procure- 


ment are now resulting in deliv-

Beforg he died, Ginger told his 
family to bury him in the domino 
which he had worn so many times.

He didn’t get his wish. His 
family thought of a better way. 
Ginger wore a plain business suit 
today. His face wasn’t made up. 

But beside the casket was a 
life-size cut-out painting of him 
as a clown.

ments to prevent disorder over 
Palestine, the White House said 


The White House gave no de- 
tails beyond this brief announce- 
ment: 

“In an effort to ‘prevent the 
spread of disorder in the Middle 
t, this Government has, during 
recent months, addressed appeals 
to certain interested governments 
stressing the importance, in the 
interest of Middle East security 
and world peace,’ of the exercise 
of restraint in dealing with the 
Palestine situation. Some of these 
appeals were made directly by the 
President.” 

Press Secretary Charles G. Ross 
declined to say to whom the mes- 
sages were sent, nor would he dis- 


close their contents, He said merely 


the messages were “confidential” 
and that there was no immediate 
prospect of their publication. 

Later, Government officials said 
a personal letter from the Presi- 
dent went to King Ibn Saud of 
Saudi Arabia, asking the King to 
urge restraint among the Arabs. 
A Baghdad dispatch quoted the 
Iraqi Minister of Education as 
saying his Government has re- 
ceived a personal communication 
from Truman appealing for Iraq 
to use its influence to calm the 
Palestine situation. . 

The White House statement to- 
day resulted from inquiries about 
a report last night that the Presi- 
dent had sent messages to Ibn 
Saud and the King of Iraq, urging 
peaceful methods for dealing with 
Palestine. The Holy Land has 
been the scene of fighting between 
Jews and Arabs since the United 
Nations’ decision last November

WASHINGTON, Feb. 16 (AP)—

HE Army, said Gen. Eisenhower in his report, supports the

No Frontier or City Immune, 


The general weighed the credits 
for continued peace—our unique 
economic position, our political 
ties with other democracies and 
our possession of the secrets of 
atomic fission—against the debits 
—our present and potential mili- 
tary machine—and found that “by 
no stretch of the facts can the 
United States Army, as it is now 
manned, deployed and engaged, be 
considered an offensive force,” and 
that “no frontier or inland city 
can be immune” from attack. 

To correct this he made the fol- 
lowing short-term recommenda- 
tions: 

“The objective of the short-term 
security program must be the de- 
velopment of a military establish- 
ment able to defend the continen- 
tal United States and its base 


periphery against attack; to strike 


an immediate retaliatory blow and 
to destroy, if possible, the enemy’s 
bases of attack and sources of 
armed power; to contain the en- 
emy’s main forces while organiz- 
ing strength to disorganize or 
heavily damage his main base, if 
that should be necessary for the 
attainment of peace between him 
and us.” 3 
A-Bomb and the Enemy. 

Commenting on our present pos- 
session’ of the atomic secret, the 
general said that the enemy would 
not challenge us unless he be- 
lieved his means, offensive and 
defensive, compared favorably 
with our own. ; 


“At this writing,” he reported, 
“there appears to be no positive 
defense_against the atomic bomb, 
once it is released in the target 
area.” 

The enemy, however, would re- 
quire an “immense stockpile” of 
such bombs, he wrote, to obliterate 
our war potential or that of any 
other power; the distance such 
bombs would have to be carried or 
shot would increase the vulner- 
ability of the carrier or reduce 
the accuracy of the projectile, and 
“no vehicle long remains immune 
to effective counter-action.” 

The short-term security pro- 
gram, he said, must be govern- 
mental, military and industrial in 
nature. He quoted with approval 
the report of Bernard M. Baruch 
to President Wilson 30 years ago 
that for security this country must 
mobilize its full economic re- 
sources behind the battle lines— 
industrial, agricultural and finan- 
cial—and that these “must be or- 
ganized, co-ordinated and directed 
with the same strategy the opera- 
tion of the purely military arms 
of the service.” 

This advice from Baruch was 
not followed after World War I, 
he recalled; prior planning would 
have saved much time and money 
spent on World War II. 

For Present Preparation. 

As for present preparation, he 
wrote: 

“The exhausting demands of an 
atomic war will not be met if we 
dissipate effort and resources on 
the non-essential. 

“We have now the opportunity 
to enact into law the measures 
that will assure the necessary 
mobilization of men, production, 
plants and materials that consti- 
tute total defense. Legislation 
on the books, ready for applica- 
tion in an emergency, is the first. 
essential in the political sphere 
of security. 

“In this regard, many Amer 
fcans will object that legisla- 
tion for total mobilization may 
invite peacetime regimentation. 
These fears are idle.) Legisla- 
tive danger to our way of life 
is most likely to appear in a 
wave of hysterical measures 
hastily improvised to meet a 
war crisis. But in the immedi- 
ate future, deliberately, in full 

and open debate, seeking in- 
formation from all sources, the 
Congress can enact laws that 
assure both the maximum con- 
version of the nation to de- 


fense in time of need and com- | 
plete safeguards against dam- — 


age to our democratic system.” 
In addition to this 
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dustrial mobilization, the Gen- 
eral recommended continuance 
of two other security functions 
of a political nature—an ade- 
quate budget for our Central 
Intelligence Agency and the 
State Department’s information 
program. 

As to the latter, he remarked: 

“To dispel ignorance of the 
United States is to build friend- 
ship-for the United States.” 
For the long-term security pro- 
gram, the retired Chief of Staff 
recommended continued hope in 
the successful operation of the 
United Nations; reduction of ar- 
maments when that is feasible, 
and a general education program 
looking forward to the eventual 
prevention of war. 

Security Only Relative. 

National security, he said, was 
relative security against quick or 
overwhelming military defeat, but 
it would not guarantee a repub-, 
lic’s existence in the unlimited 
atomic devastation of another to- 


tal conflict. 

“While we and the nations that 
think with us will not attempt the 
utter destruction of an enemy 
people or abandon self-control and 
self-interest to inflict on the world 
a profitless holocaust of ruin, 
there is no assurance that an en- 
emy will exercise a similar wis- 
dom of restraint. To attain ab- 
solute security, consequently, the 
United States with all ather na- 
tions must work for a world in 
which war is eliminated, in which 
peace is founded on justice and 
co-operative effort is the common 
lot of all peoples.” 

The United States should not 
disarm unilaterally, he declared, 
because our magnanimous and un- 
precedented gesture, together with 
the United Kingdom and Canada, 
on atomic secrets “remains to be 
matched by a comparable gesture 
elsewhere.” 

“Until all nations show a posi- 
tive willingness to discard arma- 
ment, the security of the United 
States must remain firmly grasped 
in our own hands,” he warned. 


Does Not Mean Militarism, 

National security, he concluded, 
does not mean militarism or any 
approach to it. 

“Security cannot be measured 
by the size of munitions stockpiles 
or the number of men under arms 
or the monopoly of an invincible 
weapon. That was the German 
and Japanese idea of power 
which, in the test of war, was 
proved false,

“obstructionist” tactics to prevent 
the United Nations decision to di- 
vide Palestine into Jewish and 
Arab states from being put into 
efiect. 


“The: British Government has 
refused to permit the U.N, com 
mission to go to Palestine until a 
week or two before the mandate 
is. terminated in May,” he said. 

“It refused to free a port area 
in the territory of the Jewish 
state and blockades all ports not 
only against refugees but also 
jagainst shipments of desperately 

needed arms and equipment.

Task for Senator Tobey 


It begins to look as though Congress will not 
pass a public housing bill this session unless 
public opinion makes itself felt in a decisive 
way. 

Senator Taft says he is “determined to get a 
general (housing) bill through Congress this ses- 
sion.” But in the next breath he fears passage 


_. depends on dropping its public housing features. 


Senator McCarthy, vice-chairman of the joint 
committee on housing, is drafting a bill along 
the lines of the Taft-Ellender-Wagner measure, 
but he intends to eliminate public housing. 

Apparently, encouragement is to be given to 
housing for people of all kinds except those 
who need new housing most, the slum dwellers. 

It was to provide for these people that the 


public housing provisions of the Taft-Ellender- — 


Wagner bill were written. Private capital is not 


« interested in new constryction for slum dwellers 
‘because there is'no money in it. It is agreed chat 


the only hope for them is federal aid, such as 


‘ made possible Carr Square Village and Ciinton- 


Peabody Terrace in St. Louis. 

Like other cities suffering from bad slum con- 
ditions, St. Louis hopes to do something about 
them. A new city-wide movement is under way 
to clear the district from Fourteenth to Grand 
and from Olive to Market. But unless federal 
aid is forthcoming, St. Louis is stymied, 

Why is it that Congress shies away from pub- 
lic housing? Why is it that it stands ready to 
give aid for private housing for middle-income 
groups, but is reluctant to aid the group which 
needs new housing most of all? 

The answer is the real estate lobby. This 
group hovers over Congress like a bird of prey. 
It is willing to accept federal largesse for the 
building industry, but it labels as socialistic fed- 
eral aid in a field of construction which that in- 
dustry refuses to enter. 

Do we exaggerate the power of this lobby? 
At the time he signed the rent control exten- 
sion bill, the President said: 

One of the most stubborn obstacles in the 
way of any constructive housing program 
has been the opposition of the real estate 
lobby. Its members have exerted pressure at 
every point against every proposal for mak- 
ing the housing program more effective. . 

They are openly proud of their success in 

blocking a comprehensive housing program. 

Mr. Truman's statement went further. He ac- 
cused the lobby of displaying ‘a ruthless disre- 
gard of the public welfare.” And he ended his 
indictment by urging Congress to make a full 
investigation “of this selfish and shortsighted 
group.” 

When Senator Taft teed this recommendation 
of the President, he said: “I wouldn't mind do- 
ing that myself.” 

It was of Senator Taft that Herbert U. Nelson, 
one of the chief real estate lobbyists, said in 
October, 1947: 

I predict that no man who stands for 
socialism in housing, in medicine and in 
general welfare can become the Republican 
nominee eS the office of President of the 
United Sta 
Mr. Nelson et charged that Taft was “lined 

up with Communism.” We mention Mr. Nelson’s 
charge to give an insight into his mental pro- 
cesses, and to illustrate the arrogance with 
which the real estate lobby operates. 

Senator Taft did not.undertake the task of 
investigating the lobby. Nor has anyone else. 
The lobby still rides unchecked and ‘unexposed 
over the people’s representatives. Its successful 
throttling of housing legislation, when the na- 
tion’s needs are nothing short of desperate, is 
one of the major scandals of the day. 

May we suggest to Senator Charles W. Tobey 
of. New Hampshire that he undertake the in- 
vestigation that cries to be made? It is an op- 
portunity to him to be of great service to the 
nation. Senator Tobey is a highly appropriate 
person to call for an ing , since he is chair- 
man of the Senate Bankin and Currency Com- 
mittee. The Taft-Ellender-Wagner bill comes 
under the jurisdiction of that committee. It is 
that committee’s business to protect the public 
against the real estate lobby. 

Apart from his official suitability, Senator 
Tobey is personally well equipped to conduct 
an investigation. His courage, persistence and 
ability were well shown in his successful fight 
to keep Edwin W. Pauley from being confirmed 
as Under Secretary of the Navy. 

These facts make Senator Tobey an ideal man 
to undertake the task of exposing the real estate 
lobby. If he does so, he can break its vicious 
hold upon Congress and he will earn the coun- 
try’s gratitude.

Do We Want a Nazi’s Beethoven? 

Aroused by the news that an American con- 
cert tour is being planned for Walter ‘Gieseking, 
the German pianist who went all-out in support 
of the Nazis, Thomas B. Sherman, the Post- 


Dispatch’s music critic, yesterday outlined the | 


man’s record. Musicians and other artists, he 
argued, should be held just as responsible for 
their political activities as anybody else. A Nazi 
industrialist, no matter how able, would not be 
brought to the United States to administer a 
business here. So why should American con- 
cert halls be opened to a Nazi pianist? 

These arguments are not exactly new. One 
heard them in Germany when the idea of the 
Gieseking tour was first broached. Before that, 
one heard them in the case of the Berlin con- 
ductor, Wilhelm Furtwaengler, whose record is 
not nearly as bad as that of Gieseking. A con- 
siderable number of Americans abroad, however, 
had a stock answer. They would simply exclaim: 
“Ah, but have you heard the man play?” 

Reluctant as one may be to prescribe political 
tests for artists, it is nevertheless necessary. to 

say that this answer is not good enough. There 
“93 no question about Gieseking’s proficiency. And 
when he plays Beethoven, he is speaking a uni- 
versal language. But Beethoven probably would 
be the first to insist that the pianist has for- 
feited his right so to speak. All music is not

customarily pai 


amoral, least of all Beethoven's. Consider the 
passion for freedom that wells up out of The 
Eroica. It seems a desecration that it should be 
performed by a Nazi. 

Fascism hardly will be stamped out if those 
who were animated by it axe not held responsi- 
ble for their past conduct. High art cannot be 
turned into a shelter and refuge for base spirits. 
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Gen, Eisenhower’s Grave Warning 

It is probably safe to say that Gen. Elisen- 
hower’s final report as y Chief of Staff is 
the most important report ever made by an in- 
cumbent of that office. 

The subject, national security, is an old one, 
but the setting is new. The tragedy of this era, 
as the former Supreme Commander writes, is that 


the din of war ended only to be replaced’ by 
a clash of ideologies. Men and their nations 
are still not free from fear of aggression, and 
true co-operation among the powers—the 
only sure basis for’ peace—has yet to be 
proved workable across the gulf that sep- 
arates democracy from totalitarian state. 


In such a situation only the foolhardy would 
go unprepared. Preparedness means a trained 
nation, ready for possible war even though it 
work steadily to prevent war’s outbreak. Detail- 
ing the requirements of a prepared nation, Gen, 
Eisenhower calls for universal military training, 
building of the Organized Reserve and the Na- 
tional Guard to Mobilization Day strength, and 
a co-ordinated industrial defense plan. 

The retiring Chief of Staff is wise to cite the 
Baruch plan by name, for it points up a costly 
failure to heed sound advice. After World War I, 
Mr. Baruch, prophet that he was, urged the en- 
actment of measures to assure a defense plan in 
which men, production, plants and materials were 
co-ordinated in the event of future national emer- 
gency. That advice went unheeded and Pearl 
Harbor caught us without adequate defense plans. 

After paying the costly price of unprepared- 
ness following World War I, we are now show- 
ing the same old reluctance to keep ourselves in 
readiness after World War II. The.way in which 
Congress delays on military training from month 
to month, largely because it is supposed to. be 
politically unpopular, is evidence enough that 
we still shy away from realities. % 


The most significant counsel in the report is» 


that which the leader of the Allied invasion 
against the Nazis himself italicized. This is the 


fact that our manpower strength will be needed 


“not a year or two after a war starts, but on 
the first day of hostilities. hat we are able or 
not able to do in tyr 0 days of another 
war will be decisive in its determination of our 
ability to carry the war to a conclusion.” 

In an age of atomic power that undoubtedly 
is the bitter ‘truth. Either we will be ready, if 
war-should come, in which case we would in 
all likelihood win. Or we will be unprepared 
and run the risk of being defeated at the outset. 

Gen. Eisenhower's devotion to democracy is 
shown by his appreciation of its necessary open- 
ness in all these matters. Our processes, as he 
says, are ‘“‘transparent.” Preparedness is not to 
be forced by the Government, buf to be decided 
on by the rank and file. 

It is truly “up to the American people.” 
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Bill for Rail Safety 


Senator Johnson’s railroad safety bill mends 
weaknesses in the present laws by giving the 
Interstate Commerce Commission unquestionable 
authority to require railroads to take the actions 
it considers necessary for the safety of passen- 
gers.and crew members. 

The ICC now possesses authority to require 
the installation of some safety devices, but doubts 
that it has power to require radio communication 
and a few others which are covered in the John- 
son bill. These new devices are essential to 
safety, as wreck after wreck on the railroads has 
shown. It is not enough for the ICC to recom- 
mend their installation, for the railroads have 
ttle or no attention to recom- 
mendations... The ICC should be able to issue or- 
ders, and that is what the Johnson bill would 
give it power, beyond question, to do. 

In the operatjons of and maintenance of rules 


for safe operations of trains, the ICC now has 
what amounts to only an advisory role. Two years 
ago, spokesmen for the railroads tried to get it 
to retire from the field of safety rules altogeth- 
er. Yet all the safety equipment in the world 
wilt not save lives on the railroads if trains are 
operated without the proper rules or in viola- 
tion of the rules, Senator Johnson's bill would 
allow the ICC to require the railroads to estab- 
lish and observe rules of safety which it con- 
siders essential. 

The record of disasters on the rails is the 
strongest argument in favor of this measure. 
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Col. Waggoner’s Report 


* We imagine the people of Missouri will take 


with a grain or two of salt Col. Waggoner’s re- 
port on Boonville. Col. Waggoner is a police- 
man and is not a trained observer of such in- 
stitutions as Boonville. Moreover, he is the Gov- 
ernor’s own agent and it igs hardly surprising if 
his findings coincide with the findings the Gov- 
ernor desired. Col. Waggoner’s inquiry was an 
ex parte affair. The ousted board did not par- 
ticipate, nor did former Director Louis J. Sharp, 
nor was the dismissed superintendent, John C. 
Tindall, permitted to defend or even explain his 
policies. 

Naturally, Tindall, who had been outspokenly 
critical of the Governor, was singled out for 
heavy censure. Tindall had been on the job for 
only afew months. He inherited from his prede- 
cessor, the Rev. Leroy Munyon, an ill-equipped, 
ill-staffed, demoralized institution. Tindall knew 
perfectly well that vast improvements were nec- 
essary. He has never pretended that his admin- 
istration was perfect, but it is the consensus of 
infor opinion that Tindall had made con- 
siderable progress in his short tenure. 

Mr. Tindall found that the guards, who were 
chosen before he went to the school, delegated 
control and punishment to older boys, as Col. 
Waggoner now repeats. This was one of the 
practices which he most sharply criticized in his 
detailed statement to the Post-Dispatch. The 
disorder which the Highway Patrol reports was 
downright chaos when the new administration 
took over from Munyon, who had been te in 
at Gov. Donnelly’s instigation. 

Even Col. Waggoner’s one-sided report aie 
that the school is understaffed; that the inmates 
lack proper clothing; that bedclothes are old and 
soiled; that many kinds of additional equipment 
are needed; that buildings are old and need to 
be repaired and reconditioned. It was up to 
the Legislature and the Governor to remedy 
these phyeical conditions. ‘Phe board, Messrs. 
Sharp and Tindall had no control over them. 

Col. Waggoner’s report is far from the final 
word on Boonville and responsibility for what 
has happened there. A committee of the Legis- 
lature is now conducting its investigation and 
out of that will come a more balanced picture.

But on the 
other hand there is Napoleon’s saying, “Let 
my son study history; it is the only true 
philosophy,” although there is certainly no 
evidence that the father learned anything 
about what he made so much of.

It is possible, too, to get the same idea 
out of Toynbee, So perhaps we had better 
stick to history a little longer, assuming 
that it lasts that long, for We certainly 
need to hope, 


What the textbook committees will do 
we don’t know, but we trust that they will 
not ban Marx’s “Communist Manifesto.” 
Nothing is more calculated to convince 
Americans of the folly and wickedness of 
Communism than a perusal of this work. 


The message of Marx is clear; he pre- 
dicts and advocates the bloody revolution 
of class warfare, the dictatorship of the 
proletariat, and the withering away of the 
state in a classless society. The withering 
away of the state is supposed to be the end 
and consummation for which the revolution 
and dictatorship were merely the means, 


Nothing could better illustrate the ab- 
surdity of the Marxian vision than what 
has happened in Russia. We should not 
only read the “Manifesto” over here but 
try to get it more widely read in the Soviet 
Union. The more quickly the Russians get 
on to bringing that final phase of Marxism 
into being the better off everybody will be. 


Small-Nation Force for Palestine

A United Nations General Assembly reso- 


. lution has authorized the partitioning of 


Palestine. To the Jews, this is acceptable, 
but not to the Arabs, MSritain, holder of 
the present mandate, is agreeable to the 
U.N, action so long as Britain does not 
have to bear the military responsibility for 
keeping order after May 15, when Britain 
proposes to withdraw. 


The Soviet Union has gone along on par- 
tition and gives evidence of desiring to see 
big-nation troops in Palestine, This un- 
precedented “co-operation” is not mysteri- 
ous. The Russians evidently would like to 
get Britain out of Palestine and to get 
Russian troops in Palestine, and a Russian 
voice and veto, if possible, in Palestinian 
affairs. 

The Russians have consistently prevent- 
ed the development of international secur- 
ity forces as envisaged in the U.N, charter. 
More important, the Russians have dem- 
onstrated that they do not intend really to 
co-operate in any international occupation 
or policing. 

With the Soviets it is all or nothing. So 
far, it.has been all. In Palestine, it should 
be nothing. It would be the height of 
folly, in the face of all postwar experience, 
to let Russian troops participate in any 
U.N. policing. 

If Russian forces are excluded, then 
other Big Three or Big Four forces must 
likewise be excluded, The patrolling of 
Palestine must not become mere big-power 
maneuvering in the Middle East. The Bo- 
viets must not be given material from 
which to make capital propaganda about 
American or British imperialism. 


Guatemala has offered a way see of the 
dilemma, This U.N. member proposes that 
the personnel of the Palestine security 
forces come from the small nations, wit 
the outlay financed by the big powers. 
There are plenty of small-power members 
which could furnish excellent troops for an 
international defense force until order was 
insured in Palestine. 

But the Security Council must act quick- 
ly. Time is running out. And the Russian 
veto hangs like a perpetual Damoclean 
sword over the Security Council at ‘all 
times. 


EDUCATORS FOR U.M.T. 
From the Detroit News. 

In the public mind there is a tendency to 
think of universal military training as an 
issue on which the nation’s military lead- 
ers and its foremost educators are 180 de- 
grees apart. But the record says that 
there is no such line of cleavage. 

When Dr, Frank D. Fackenthal, acting 
head of Columbia, recently indorsed U.M.T, 
along with the other five major proposals 
of the Compton report, he took *his stand 
with the two university presidents, Karl 
Compton of M.I1.T. and Harold W. Dodds 
of Priuceton, who had helped write the re- 
port, and with 21 other presidents of great 
universities who had subsequently indorsed 
it., 

It is not reasonable to believe these men 
would support U.M.T, if they thought it 
would militarize the nation, or that it would 
block the development of a more able young 
citizenry.

U nwin Shaw’ s Double Negatives 


THE FAR U arthedith Furnas. (Harper

The Far Country, which was America in 

the gold rush and covered wagon days, had 

its vulgate which is here reclaimed because 
this author regards it not as an example of 
bad grammar but as such a native idiom as 
to have its place as what she calls High

an ostensible diary of the period, it is 

therefore proper for the time and people in- 

volved, and, more importantly, because of 
its vigor and poetry. 

Making out a case for her choice of the

wise commonplace sentences, and their 
placement can emphasize the factual con- 
tent. The idiom that goes with all such 
happy errors fits rhythmically around 
them. To improve the grammar in an 
idiomatic construction is usually to empty 
it, as if you had pulled out a plug.” 
Having so argued, the author pulls out 
another plug of her own and gives full play 
to the double negatives and other naturals 
in the speech of Unwin Shaw, as set down 
in his diary, recounting his adventures in 
his journey from Kentucky to the Far 
Country and his sojourn there, This being, 
a historical novel and after the manner of 
such being mostly a novel, it need not be 
taken too seriously as history. But some- 
thing can be said for the way Unwin Shaw 
throws double negatives around in support 
of the aufhor’s liking for the vulgate. 


For example, take his version of what 
happened when his Great-Uncle Halford 
was worsted in a fight with a wildcat and 
because of his damag@i prestige lost the 
lady of his choice to a younger man who 
was also handier with wildcats: “My Great- 
Uncle Halford never did. marry nobody 
else, though 'twag not for lack of the ask- 
ing.

That is 
the way these documents will be 
interpreted by German national- 
ists, and exploited by Soviet 
agents, in the German under- 
ground, 

The State Department propa- 
gandists may have thought they 
were demonstrating the perfidy 
of the Kremlin, But to the Ger- 
mans they have now provided doc- 
umentary evidence to prove that 
Germany would today be master 
of continental Europe if only Hit- 
ler had kept instead of breaking 
off the alliance with Russia. 


Lesson for America. 


The conclusion which*German 
nationalists will draw is that their 
future is in undoing the fatal 
mistake of Hitler. For it is self- 
evident, and these documents dis- 
close the logic of it, that German 
unity can be restored only by a 
deal with Russia, that the lost 
German territory can be recov- 
ered,’ or compensation for it: ob- 
tained elsewhere, only by a deal

DR. CARL CORI T0 GET 
WILLARD GBBS MEDAL 


St. Louis Nobel Prize Win- 
ner Selected for Award by 
Chemical Society.

Dr. Carl F. Cori, Nobel prize- 
winning St. Louisan, is to receive 
the 1948 Willard Gibbs Medal of 
the Chicago Section of the Ameri- 
can Chemical Society, it was an- 
nounced yesterday. , 


The award is for research work 
on the processes by which the body 
converts sugar into energy. He will 
receive it at a meeting of the 
Chicago section May 21. Dr. Cori 
and his wife, Dr. Gerty ‘Cori, 
shared in the 1947 Nobel Prize in 
Medicine for a phase of their work 
on body sugars. Both are profes- 
sors of biochemistry at Washing- 
ton University Medical School. 


A previous St. Louis winner of 
the award is Dr. Edward A, Doisy, 
professor of biochemistry at St. 
Louis University, who received it 
in 1941 for hormone and vitamin 
research. Dr. Doisy received the 
1943 Nobel Prize in Medicine. 


The Gibbs Medal was set up in 
1911 by William A, Converse, sec- 
retary of the Chicago section for 
many years, 
Willard Gibbs, professor of mathe- | 
matical physics at Yale Univer- 
sity from 1871 to 1903. Tt is 
awarded annually to “anyone who, 
because of his eminent work in, 
and original contributions to, pure 
and applied chemistry, is deemed 
worthy of special recognition.” 


Amo the winners have been 
Mada Marie Curie of France, 
Viadimir N. Ipatieff of Ruasia, 
Svante August Arrhenius of Swe- 
den, and a number of Americans, 
including Harold C. Urey, Irving 
Langmuir and Thomas Midgely Jr. 

Dr. Cori was selected for the 
award by a 12-member committee 
of scientists connected with uni- 
versities and industrial research 
staffs in various parts of the coun- 
try. The citation says, in part: 
“Dr. Cori has been a top man in 
the difficult field of biological 
carbohydrate transformations for 
many years. His contributions 
have been of widespread impor- 
tance involving adrenal, cortical, 
pituitary and pancreatic roles in 
carbohydrate utilization as well 
as carbohydrate metabolism in tu- 
mors. A recent outstanding con- 
tribution is at least a partial so- 
lution of the riddle of how insulin 
fuctions.” | 
In 1946 Dr. Cori received one 
of the Lasker Awards of the Amér- 
ican Public Health Association and 
a $5000 prize from the National 
Science Fund of the National 
Academy of Science. 

Jointly with his wife he won the 
1946 Midwest Award of the St. 
Louis Section of the American 
Chemical Society and the 1947 
Squibb Award of the Association 
for the Study of Internal Secre-

VATICAN CITY, Feb. 16.(AP) 
-—Cardinal Gennaro Granito Pig- 
natelli di Belmonte, 96-year-old 
dean of the College of Cardinals 
of the Roman Catholic Church, 
died today. 

The death .. the aged Prince of 
the Church, who had known five 
popes in his lifetime, reduced the 
membership of the College of Car- 
dinals to 60. Its full strength 
is 70. 

Cardinal Pignatelli, second in 
rank only to Pope Pius XII in the 
hierachy of the church, was 
stricken with a bladder ailment 
last week. The Pope visited him 
Saturday and give his blessing and 
a message of sympathy. Extreme 
unction also was administered 
Saturday. He fell into a coma last 
night, 

Cardinal Pignatelli 
from the coma briefly early this 
morning while Msgr. Enrico Dan- 
te, prefect of ceremonies; was at 
bedside. Jokingly, he asked Msgr. 
Dante if he had come to “make 
arangements for my burial.” 

The prelate, as Prince of Bel- 
monte, was a member of the Ital- 
jan aristocracy. «As Count of Co- 
pertino he held a place in the so- 
ciety of his native Naples before 
many of his brother cardinals 
were born. 

He was the last surviving car- 
dinal created by Pope Pius’ X. 
Born in 1851, he had been a cardi- 
nal nearly 37 years. He was 
ordained a priest in 1879, when 
he was 28.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 16 (AP)— 
The Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion today authorized 96 more 
railroads to raise basic passenger 
coach fare’ 13.63 per cent. 

The authority was given 4&5 lines 
generally operating west of the 
Mississippi river, and to 11 in the 
Southern states.

16—Sena- 
tor Elmer Thomas (Dem, Okle- 
homa, today sought to slam the 
door on any further vy oy | into 
his commodity speculations by the 
Senate appropriations subcommit- 
tee. 

Although Thomas is a member 
of the full Appropriations Com- 
mittee, he served sharp notice in 
a letter to the subcommittee that 
he considered his own commodity 
tradings and those of his secretary 
as a “closed incident.” He asserted 
he would look on any further “in- 
tterference” with the business of 
his Senate office, on the part of 
the subcommittee, “an insult to 
the sovereign State of Oklahoma.” 

Thomas said that he did not 
wish to be “bothered” any more 
about his “private activities.” That, 
he went on, also applies to his as- 
sistants. If the subcommittee at- 
tempts to pursue its investigation, 
hé said, he would consider such 
activity ,as “unjustified and un- 
warranted attacks upon myself 
and my assistants.” 

Thomas, who formerly served as 
chairman of the Senate Agricul- 
tural Committee, which has access 
to Government reports on its 
grain program, acknowledged 
trading in cotton and other com- 
modities over a period of years, 
both in his name and that of a 
friend, Dyke Collum, former post- 
master at Silver Spring, Md.

The 
house in which it is 
imbedded in situat- 
ed on Beacon Hill 
in Boston.

fn such a room on such a hill looks upon things 
@ little differently from one in Hollywood or 
New York where such a preponderance of broad- 
casts emanate. Boston is a tough-minded city 
and at the same time a mellow city; its culture 
is old, highly individual and in spots a little 
dusty, But in any case, it’s different from New 
York and Hollywood and Chicago, and ought to 
be given elbow room on the air. 
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IN HIS opening broadcast—the series is titled 
“Editor at Home,” by the way—Weeks’ said he 
would talk about young and old writers, about 
books and food, about wonien’s — and _ 

ut spaniels and the cosmos. It’s a very nice 
fist The air is full of cosmic thinkers who don't, 
do well on spaniels and of uncosmic thinkers 
who don’t dare venture very far beyond spaniels. 


It takes a genuinely cultivated mind to dis- 
cuss with equal aplomb the price of oranges and 
the fate of nations. In fact—to digress a little 
here—one of the most irritating things about 
“Mein Kampf” and about a lot of other German 
books was the inability of the authors to dis- 
cuss the price of oranges without drifting off 
into the geopolitics of the fruit-growing industry. 
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THE Atlantic Monthly editor is steeped in cul- 
tures to his eyebrows. He attended Cornell, Har- 
vard and Cambridge (the other Cambridge, the 
English one), and has rubbed minds with some 
of the most distinguished men in American let- 
ters as well as many of the most undistin- 
guished. (You can’t really appreciate a distin- 
guished mind yntil you have at least peered into 
several undistinguished ones.) | 

On his first broadcast, Weeks spoke of Win- 
ston Churchill's method of writing. (He dic- 
tates into one of those stenographic machines 
and the cylinders are rushed straight to the 
printers, a trick a lot of writers will envy.) The 
editor revealed he liked his lobsters boiled in 
sea Water, which to most New Englanders is 
the only decent way to treat a lobster. He 
touched briefly and wittily on the treatment of 
sex in American popular novels and promised 
fuller treatment later. (There’s an article on 
the same subject in this month’s Atlantic 
Monthly which ought to be required reading for 


every American novelist.) 


‘ ALL IN ALL, “Editor at Home” is an urbane, 
“Hterate, ~good-humored program well worth 15 
‘minutes of your time on Sundays. Weeks spoke 
a shade too rapidly én his first program, but 
perhaps he'll slow down a little with practice. 
Incidentally, the intrusion of a real New Eng- 
land voice on. the air, which is so dominated by 
actors’ Oxford English, is extraordinarily re- 
freshing. The sound of it is as salty as the At- 


lantic breezes.

‘greasy things that sputter, watching what you 

kneel on, and seeing that sleeves do not get into 
sticky matter. 

No doubt in the course of the operation some- 
one will come along and remark, “Goodness! 
Are you doing that in your good clothes?” How- 
ever, it is always possible to reply reassuringly, 
“Yes. But I am looking out carefully.” 
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EVERYTHING may go according to plan for 
a considerable period. Quite a lot of work may 
be accomplished without apparently having an 
unfavorable effect on the clothes, The conclu- 
sion may be reached that a change into old 
clothes would have been merely a foolish waste 
of effort and time. 

Then, as likely as not, one careless movement 
will result in a grease spot, a splash of paint, a 
rip or a tear. It may happen so quickly as to 
leave one wondering how it ever happened at all, 
But there it is; and, unfortunately, always in the 
most conspicuous place. 

It only makes matters worse to blame oneself 
for having exercised poor judgment, It is better. 
to remove the spot or splash or get the rip re- 
paired before anybody sees it. If this can’t be 
done, at least ‘it is possible to reflect that acci- 
dents can't be helped and new clothes can’t stay 
new forever.

Husband Shouldn't Expect Mate to Fit All of Them—-Types Described 


By Dr. Paul Popenoe 


VERY husband should make 
Fu his mind what he expects 

of his wife. He can’t expect 
everything from her. 

“My wife is a mighty fine 
woman,” Mr. H. sets forth. “She's 
a good homemaker and a good 
mother. But I don’t find her as 
stimulating and attractive a com- 
panion as some other women seem 
to be for their husbands.” 

Some of those husbands might 
be glad to trade places with you, 
Mr. H.; but the fact is that every 
man tends to expect his wife to 
play too many parts in the drama 
of life. In some countries there is 

standard pattérn which every 
Soman is expected to follow. This 
was largely the case in the United 
States a century or two dgo. But 
there is really no one accepted 
pattern of what a wife should be, 
nowadays. Dr. Clifford Kirk- 
patrick, professor of sociology at 
the University of Minnesota, 
pointed out that there are at least 
three such patterns: 

1. The traditional wife and 
mother role carries with it the 
privileges of security, respect, 
domestic authority, economic sup- 
port, and loyalty on the part of 
the husband. The wife is expected 
to take good care of a home and 
rear children successfully. 

2. The companion role involves 
sharing pleasures with the hus- 
band, receiving emotional! response, 
and having leisure for social life 
and education. In return for these 
privileges, the good companion 
preserves her glamour, provides 
her husband with satisfactions, 
and makes supposedly advanta- 
geous social contacts for him. She 
is frequently childless, or has one 
child whose care she turns over 
to others. 

3. The third role is that of.a 
partner, with economic indepen- 
dence, equal authority in family 
finances, and social acceptance 
on an equal footing. This equdl- 
ity tends to become dominance 
by the wife, if she has an inde- 
pendent income. 

There is much overlapping 
among these various roles, lead- 
ing to endless confusion on the 
part of both men and women. 
Isn't that your difficulty, Mr. H.? 
You can hardly expect a wife to 
star equally well in three distinct 
roles. If she handles one of them 
successfully, she ought to receive 


a lot of credit.

Temperature 
Barometer 


Of Health 


By SA. Dean, M. D. 


HE body temperature is an 

important barometer of a per- 

son's state of health. There is 
situated in the brain stem a del 
cate center which rapidly responds 
to illness, injury, disease, heat, 
cold, etc., to increase or decrease 
the body temperature as is neces- 
sary to protect and‘ preserve body 
functions, In shock, for example, 
the temperature drops to conserve 
energy and rest the heart. In 
most infectious diseases it be- 
comeg elevated. This enables the 
heart to speed up, and the blood 
supply with its bacteria fighting 
constituents increases. This is an 
important mechanism in combat- 
ing infections. 


Question: “What is the cause of 
swollen neck glands?” 


Answer: These glands are part 
of a lymph system and their pur- 
pose is to filter out and drain in- 
fections. Any disease or disturb- 
ance, especially in this area, may. 
lead to enlargement of these 
glands. Enlarged or diseased ton- 
sils is perhaps the commonest 
cause, especially in children. Any 
variety of infections of the throat, 
diseased teeth or gums, or trench 
mouth may also cause these glands 
to enlarge. : 


Certain so-called systemic (dis- 
ease of any of the systems of the 
body, as blood, glandular, etc.) dis- 
eases may, lead to gland enlarge- 
ment. Acute infectious mononu- 
cleosis is a long name given to a 
rather common illness of unknown 
cause which may have gland en- 
largement ag its first sign. This 
is rarely a serious disease, and 
passes on in a limited period of 
time. 

A great variety of infectious ill- 
nesses and certain blood diseases 
may lead to gland enlargement. 
The list of illnesses in this group 
is much too long and complicated 
to be included here. In this type 
the cause of the enlargement may 
be in an organ far removed from 
the area of gland enlargement. To 
determine this variety a complete 
Physical examination is in order. 

so a blood count may be neces- 
determine accurately 
which element of the blood is ab- 
normal, Many other types of blood 
examinations may be in order. 
These tests are all important, both 
from the standpoint of making an 
accurate diagnosis, and applying 
intelligent treatment.

Once 
in a while she may be observed 
on the stoop of a tenement house 
explaining to a bewildered mother 
why she would like to paint her 
child, ) 

Such painstakf€g leg-work by 
Miss Friend has enabled her to 
create what she calls “The Melt- 
ing Pot,” probably one of the 
most’ unusual art collections in 
the country. In a score of paint- 
ings, Miss Friend has set down on 
canvas the chief elements of the 
nation’s miscellaneous anthropo- 
logical heritage, as mirrored in 
the faces of first and second gen- 
eration immigrant children, all,of 
whom she has discovered romping 
around the heterogeneous near 
North Side of Chicago. Critics 
have commented on her work with 
such adjectives as “exciting,” 
“typically American,” and “fasti- 
nating.” Leading art galleries are 
likewise enthusiastic and are 
clamoring to exhfbit the collection. 


Howevet, Miss Friend has other | 


plans for “her children.” Speaking 
with sincerity, she says, “Some 
day I hope to show the collection 
in schools as an educational ex- 
hibit, to teach our -youngsters the 
different American types that<go 
to make up this land of ours. 
What better way is there to teach 
tolerance of all races and nationa- 
lities to our young? Aren't all 
these faces the faces of Ameri- 
cans?” : . 
Some of the faces have th 

cheerfulness of hardened street 
tykes, like the sassy flashes from 
the Irish “Carrot Tops”; then 
there are the beaming faces of 
the Chinese brothers. And there 
are others with the deep lines of 
suffering, as witness the solemn 
look on the lovely face of a half- 
breed Indian. There is the sad

| three sheets, which cover a wall 


area of 20 by 36 inches. They are 
kept clean by the damp cloth 
method. 

Large ‘sheets of a clear plastic 
also are made up especially for 
wall protection. These have been 
available for some time in house- 
ware departments. 


\Of course you can buy the clear 
sheet plastic by the yard yourself 
in any amount you may need for 
protecting your wall. This can be 
attached with glass push pins or 
even gummed plastic tape. It pre- 


vents spots on your wall, and is, 


easily kept clean.

East, on lead with the club ace, 
and with three tricks home, 
should have continued with the 
fourth club, regardless of the 
fact that this was a thirteener. 
What did it matter if South was 
given the chance for a ruff and a 
discard? It was inconceivable that 
any tricks remained for the de 
fense in hearts or diamonds, and 
therefore the rest of the battle was 
clearly in the. trump suit itself. 
If West had a sure trump trick 
it would not be affected by the 
lead of the fourth club; but per . 
haps he had a “semi” trump trick 
—one that needed a little help 
from East for establishment. Ob- 
vidusly, had East led thé fourth 
club, West’s spade jack would 
have been a sure winner, then or 
later. 

East, however, chose to return 
a trump, and thereupon South 
quickly drew the three necessary 
rounds. Then, after much futile 
thought, he led to the diamond 
king and finessed on the return 
to his own ten.
